Are Expected by the Heads of the I.o- 
ral War-ho.ses at Hie Opnlair of 
the Opening of Ihe Htlti-17 
Season Tonorrnw Mom- 
Insr at > O'clock. 

The opening of the tobaeto season 
of the Mayavllle Market for the season 
of 1H16-17 will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing beginning at '.< o'clock. Plans are 
being made for a very successful sea- 
son In this city and to 
more to the fore as a 
ket 

The warehousemen will hold a meet- 
ing In this city tonight to appoint a su- 
pervisor of sales and to make some 
plans regarding the opening of the sea- 
son. It is understood that there are 
three candidates for the position of 
supervisor. Tha three gentlemen are 
expert Judges of tobacco and the ware- 
housemen will have a rather difficult 
time In selecting one out of the three 
for the position. 

The warehousemen will also decide 
tonight the house In which to open the 
sales. There will be hardly any choice 
in this matter as each of the warehouse 
has about an equal amount of tobacco 
on hands. The sales will start prompt- 
ly at 9 o'clock regardless of which 
house they will open In. The sales 
will continue in a regular order from 
the house In which they start and It Is 
probable that all houses will get a sale 
for the opening day. 

It Is thought by some of the leading 
tobacco men that about 200,000 pounds 
of the weed will be on the floors of the 
various houses to be disposed of to- 
morrow. A great number of wagous 
are rolling in this morning as the 
growers are anxious to take advantage 
of the opening prices. The average 
on the Lexington market at the open- 
ing day was $16.38 per hundred and the 
local market Is expected to do as well 

While the fall has been rather dry 
in this section of the country yet in 
the past two weeks there has been 
enough rain to get the tobacco in con- 
dition for stripping. The growers im- 
mediately took advantage of this damp 
spell in order to get their tobacco on 
the market before the holidays so as 
to obtain some Christmaa money. Very 
few whole crops will be brought In be 
fore the holiday season It Is thought. 

It Is expected that there will be no 
delay in the unloading of tobacco on 
the market this year as has been ex- 
perienced in previous years. This con- 
dition last year was greatly Improved 
and It Is thought that there Is ample 
facilities this year so as to cause no 
delay. 

A number of years ago, before the 
Maysville market had reached its pres- 
ent state of development, farmers ex- 
perienced a great deal of delay in sell- 
ing, and the tobacco often remained 
on the streets for several days with 
no sort of shelter. This condition has 
been done away with now. There are 
eight housea In this city and the drive- 
ways of these houses provide ample 
shelter for any tobacco that cannot be 
Immediately unloaded, and the floor 
space Is so large that very little delay 
is experienced in unloading. Last year 
there were but few times that the to- 
bacco could not have been unloaded 
and sold within three days after reach- 
ing the market. 

With the opening of the tobacco sea- 
son each year a large number of per- 
sons gain employment that would oth- 
wlsc be denied them. It is extimated 
at 1000 people annually And employ- 
ment during the tobacco season ra the 
warehouses and In the redrylng plants, 
including buyers, floor managers, auc- 
tioneers and laborers. A large number 
of women are Included In this, they be- 
ing employed In the redrylng plants 
sticking tobacco.

The announcement made Tuesday l.y Mr. A. T. Hert that he is 
in favor of Statewide prohibition in Kentucky will he regarded hv 
both Republicans and Demon .its ns peculiarly significant. 

Mr. Hert is the Kentucky — W of the lOpiihlican National 
Committed. During the campaign just MhM lM «hn the eliHirman 
of the stilt -committee with headquarters at Chicngo which had direct 
management of the ennvass in the Western State*. Mr. Hert is » tHJ 
r.en of Louisville, where he lias InpOrtMt and extensive business in 
forests, and where the opposition to Statewide prohibition will b" 
more powerful than anywhere else in the Stnte 

Naturally there is considerable curiosity as to how Mr. Hert, eon. 
sidering his position in the Republican party, retlecls the sentiments 
of Ida intimate political associates both in Kentucky and in the \,i 
tion. He is the first Kepublican officially connected with the party 
organization in Kentucky to state publicly that in the coming con 
test he will support the Statewide movement, and since he is virtually 
the head of the party organization in the State, it will at once hi 
assumed that he has discussed this (|uestion with influential members 
of the State Central ( 'oirtmittec and has found that some of them at 
least are in sympathy with his views. 

It is possible that Mr. Hert 's attitude on this question, thus early 
expressed, may create a sentiment in far Of of him for 1'nited States 
Senator at. the election in 1918, provided the "dry" element in tin 
Republican party at that time is able to assume control of party af 
fairs. If Senator James is the Democratic nominee to succeed him 
self, which now seems probable, although the Democratic "drys" d<» 
not concede this, he will no doubt remain true to his well-known anti 
prohibition sentiments, and this naturally would result in a erystalli 
zntion of the prohibition vote, to a large extent, in favor of a "dry *' 
nominee in the Republican party to oppose him. 

It has been suggested that it would be a good idea for the Re- 
publicans of Kentucky to hold a convention at an early date to talo 
some action, as a party, on the question of Statewide prohibition. 

There does not appear to be any good reason why this should hi 
done, now or at any other time. Strictly speaking, prohibition is not 
a part cpiestion. If a vote on Statewide prohibition should be post 
poned until the fall of the year 1919, the Republican State conventioi 
which would then assemble to write a platform for the party noin i 
necs for State officers to stand upon could very properly, and as a, 
matter of fact should, state its position plainly and emphatically 
either for or against Statewide prohibition. In the meantime a party 
convention for this purpose would be little less than foolish. Let the 
sentiment within the party crystalize logically and in an ordcrh 
manner. Any gentlemen who have political ambitions in any direc- 
tion are at perfect liberty to follow the example set by Mr. Hert and 
publish their sentiments from the house tops. 

Naturally there will be pronounced divisions on this subject be 
tween both Republicans and Democrats of prominence. In 1915, at 
the time the Republican State platform convention was held, leading 
Republicans did not believe that the time had come for a test vote on 
the question of Statewide prohibition. A majority of the members 
of the committee on resolutions favored a plank declaring for the 
county unit and the convention, after an orderly discussion of Un- 
report of the platform committee, adopted this plank. It is no doubt 
true, that in the convention there was a large number of delegates 
then in favor of Statewide prohibition but they deferred to the 
judgment of the party leaders. 

When the nfxt Republican State convention is held, which will 
be in the year 1!U!I, the situation may. and probably will be, different 
At that time, in all probability, the Statewide question will be para 
mount to all others. It is now generally conceded that a vote on if 
cannot possibly be postponed beyond that date. Therefore, in th 
judgment of The Leader, there should be no party convention until in 
the orderly course of events a party convention is necessary. In tin 
meantime, as suggested above, there is no obstacle to any Rcpubliear 
or any Democrat, making his sentiments known. 

The opinion of any man w ho needs the support of his party be 
fore reaching a conclusion on this question, either for or against 
State wide prohibition, would be of no especial value on any subject 
or in any crisis —Lexington Leader.

Germany has been Informed that 
the treatment of the Belgians has 
made a very bad Impression in this 
contry and that the I'nlted Stater, 
cannot avoid taking notice of the 
situation, basing Its stand on the 
broad grounds of humanity. 

The American Government, it was 
learned today, was led to move not
